REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  MEDICAL  CARE  COMMISSION 
Flora  Wakefield,  R.  N.,  Representative 
N.  C.  State  Nurses'  Association  on  the  N.  C.  Medical  Care  Commission 

Today,  when  one  travels  through  the  cities,  small  towns  and  rural  areas  of 
North  Carolina  he  is  impressed  by  the  modern  hospital  buildings  and  new  health 
center  buildings  throughout  the  state.  Ten  years  ago  one  did  not  see  modern 
hospital  buildings  except  perhaps  in  a  few  of  the  larger  cities;  and,  at  that 
time,  housing  facilities  for  health  centers  were  either  in  the  basement  or  attic 
of  the  courthouse  or  in  some  inadequate  county-owned  building. 

Much  of  this  improvement  has  been  made  possible  by  the  hospital  and  allied 
health  facilities'  construction  program  which  is  the  major  activity  of  the 
North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission. 

The  Federal  Hospital  Survey  and  Construction  Act,  Public  Law  725 ,   commonly 
known  as  the  Hill-Burton  Act,  became  law  August  19W>.   It  authorizes  grants  to 
the  several  states,  "(a)  to  inventory  their  existing  hospitals,  to  survey  the 
need  for  construction  of  hospitals  and  to  develop  programs  for  construction  of 
such  public  and  non-profit  hospitals  as  will  in  conjunction  with  existing 
facilities  afford  the  necessary  physical  facilities  for  furnishing  adequate 
hospital,  clinic  and  similar  services  to  all  their  people;  and  (b)  to  construct 
public  and  other  non-profit  hospitals  in  accordance  with  such  programs." 

Under  the  U.  S.  Hospital  Survey  and  Construction  Act  of  19U6.  The  following 
categories  of  medical  and  hospital  facilities  are  now  eligible  for  aid  toward 
the  cost  of  their  construction  and  equipment:   (l)  general  hospitals,  (2) 
nurses'  residences,  to  serve  general  hospitals,  (3)  health  centers  to  house 
county  health  departments,  (h)   chronic  diseases,  tuberculosis,  and  mental 
hospitals,  (5)  diagnostic  and/or  treatment  centers  for  ambulatory  patients, 
(6)  nursing  homes  for  the  care  of  patients  not  acutely  ill  but  in  need  of 
medical  and/or  skilled  nursing  care,  (7)  rehabilitation  facilities  to  provide 
medical,  psychological,  social  and  vocational  rehabilitational  services  to 
handicapped  or  disabled  persons. 

North  Carolina  is  one  of  the  few  states  which  provides  state  funds  for  local 
hospital  projects.  State  funds  for  hospital  construction  are  utilized  in  the 


economically  disadvantaged  counties  to  help  them  match  the  federal  share  ($0%) 
of  the  cost  of  construction. 

The  state  aid  ranges  from  zero  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  project  for  the 
wealthiest  counties  to  33. 3  percent  of  the  cost  for  the  counties  having  the 
most  limited  financial  resources.  The  amount  of  aid  a  county  receives  is 
determined  on  the  basis  of  the  county's  per  capita  income  tax  payments  averaged 
for  six  years. 

The  present  Congress  (1957)  continued  federal  support  of  the  original  Hill- 
Burton  Program  for  the  fiscal  year  1958  by  appropriating  $99,000,000  for  the 
construction  of  hospitals,  health  centers  and  nurses'  residences.  The  alloca- 
tion to  North  Carolina  from  this  appropriation  is  $lj.,33U,78U.  In  addition, 
Congress  in  1957  approved  $21,000,000  for  the  construction  of:   (l)  chronic 
disease  hospitals,  (2)  diagnostic  or  treatment  centers,  (3)  nursing  homes,  and 
(U)  rehabilitation  facilities.  The  allocation  to  North  Carolina  from  this 
appropriation  for  special  medical  facility  projects  totals  $698,99^  £°T   the 
fiscal  year. 

The  N.  C.  General  Assembly  appropriated  $750,000  to  the  N.  C  Medical  Care 
Commission  for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1957  for  aid  toward  the  cost  of 
construction  of  needed  local  hospitals,  clinics,  and  health  centers. 

Since  federal  and  state  funds  first  became  available  in  19ii7  until  June  30, 
1957,  211  projects  had  been  completed.  These  consisted  of:  (1)  92  local  general 
hospitals  including  k3   new  hospitals  and  U9  additions  to  existing  hospitals  with 
a  total  of  U,657  additional  hospital  beds;  (2)  9  state-owned  hospitals,  2  new 
and  7  additions  to  existing  hospitals  with  a  total  of  727  new  beds;  (3)  69 
health  centers;  (U)  39  nurses'  residences;  (5)  2  diagnostic  and  treatment 
centers. 

Under  construction  July  1,  1957  were  28  projects  consisting  of:  (1)  20  local 
general  hospitals  including  1  new  hospital  and  19  additions  to  existing  hospi- 
tals, (2)  1  addition  to  existing  state  hospital,  (3)  h  health  centers,  (U) 
1  nurses'  residence,  (5)  1  addition  to  existing  rehabilitation  center,  and  (6) 
1  new  chronic  disease  hospital. 

There  were  also  on  July  1,  1957  2U  projects  in  the  planning  stage. 

The  total  cost  of  the  projects  completed,  under  construction,  and  planned 
will  be  $105,08^,379.  With  the  federal  share  $39,67l*,03H,  state  $17,327,6U9, 
and  the  local  $^8,082,696. 

North  Carolina's  urgent  need,  besides  supplying  its  rural  areas  with  local 
general  hospital  beds,  is  to  replace  or  modernize  the  hospital  buildings  that 
are  substandard  or  non-fire  resistent. 

Facilities  are  also  needed  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  ambulatory 
patients  in  both  rural  and  urban  areas.  The  need  includes  facilities  for  the 
care  of  patients  with  chronic  illness,  for  the  rehabilitation  of  handicapped 
and  disabled  persons  and  nursing  homes. 

Another  activity  of  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission  is  to 
provide  financial  aid,  furnished  by  state  appropriation,  toward  the  cost  of 
hospitalization  of  medically  indigent  patients.  During  1956,  the  Commission 
paid  $277,818.50  to  135  North  Carolina  hospitals  that  provided  hospitalization 
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for  a  total  of  17,053  medically  indigent  cases. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1955  amended  the  State  Hospital  Licensing  Act  to 
include  the  licensing  of  (nursing)  convalescent  homes  by  the  Commission.  Seven 
nursing  homes  have  been  licensed  by  the  Commission,  and  a  number  of  applications 
for  licensing  are  being  considered. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  the  rural  area  of  North  Carolina  with  medical 
practioners,  the  19  U5  Legislature  authorized  the  Commission  to  administer  a 
Student  Loan  Program  designed  to  provide  loans  to  medical  students  who  agreed 
when  their  training  was  completed  to  practice  for  at  least  four  years  in  rural 
communities  or  towns  that  have  a  population  not  exceeding  2,500  people.   In  19kl, 
the  rural  program  was  expanded  to  include,  in  addition  to  medical  students, 
students  of  dentistry,  pharmacy,  and  nursing. 

In  1953 j  another  Student  Loan  Program  was  provided  for  by  the  Legislature. 
This  program  made  loans  available  to  students  of  medicine  and  of  nursing  who 
agree  to  practice  after  graduation  for  designated  periods  in  state-owned  mental 
hospitals.  It  was  broadened  by  the  1957  Legislature  to  include  loans  for 
graduate  students  in  sociology  and  psychology  who  agree  to  serve  in  state-owned 
mental  hospitals  upon  the  completion  of  their  approved  training.  This  type  of 
loan  can  be  liquidated  on  the  basis  that  one  year's  loan  will  be  canceled  by 
one  year  of  service  in  a  state  hospital.  Loans  have  been  granted  to  131 
students.  Of  these,  lU  enrolled  in  the  state-owned  mental  hospital  programs 
and  117  in  the  rural  programs. 

Eighteen  students  of  medicine  and  2  students  of  dentistry  have  completed 
their  training  and  are  now  practicing  in  rural  areas.   In  addition,  20  physicians 
and  7  dentists  have  also  completed  their  training  and  will  begin  rural  practice 
as  soon  as  they  complete  their  internship  and  the  required  two  years  of  military 
service.  Sixteen  nurses  have  used  the  rural  loan — 5  have  completed  training,  7 
are  still  in  school,  and  U  did  not  finish  training. 

The  rapid  population  growth  in  the  state  and  the  steady  increase  in  the  use 
of  hospitals  add  greatly  to  the  task  of  supplying  additional  facilities  and 
trained  personnel  rapidly  enough  to  meet  the  need. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  since  19U7,  but  there  is  still  a  lot  to  be  done 
if  we  in  North  Carolina  accomplish  the  goal  set  for  us  by  the  Hill-Burton  Act 
of  19U6,  a  portion  of  which  states:  "afford  the  necessary  physical  facilities 
for  furnishing  adequate  hospital,  clinic,  and  similar  services  to  all  the 
people." 

NORTH  CAROLINA  COMMITTEE  OH  NURSING  AND  NURSING  EDUCATION 
Lelia  R.  Clark,  R.  N.,  NCSNA  Representative 

The  North  Carolina  Committee  on  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  has  held  its 
regular  quarterly  meetings  in  the  Conference  Room  of  the  North  Carolina  Medical 
Care  Commission,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  during  the  past  year. 

Officers  elected  for  the  year  beginning  July  1,  1957,  are:  Mrs.  Mary  K. 
Kneedler,  Chairman;  Mr.  James  DeVane,  Vice  Chairman;  Mr.  Joseph  Barnes, 
Secretary;  Miss  Hazel  Taylor,  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  terms  of  several  members  expired  on  June  30,  1957.  The  following  new 
members  were  elected  for  a  three-year  term:  Mr.  Murray  Thornburg  for  another 
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term  representing  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Dr.  James  E.  Hillman  for 
another  term  representing  the  N.  C.  College  Conference,  Chancellor  Robert  B. 
House  for  another  term  as  a  public  member,  Mr.  Ray  Jimison  to  replace 
Mr.  Stanley  Moore  as  a  public  member,  Mrs.  William  C.  Pressly  for  another  term 
as  a  public  member,  Dr.  J.  Lem  Stokes  for  another  term  as  a  public  member, 
Mr.  W.  J.  Kennedy  to  replace  Dr.  Russell  Dicks  as  a  public  member.  Mrs.  George 
L.  Carrington  was  elected  for  a  two-year  term  to  expire  June  30,  1959,  replacing 
Dr.  Joseph  L.  Lichty  as  a  public  member. 

The  following  subcommittees  have  been  appointed  for  the  year  1957-58; 
Schools  of  Professional  Nursing  -  Miss  Joyce  Warren,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Carrington,  Dr.  W.  J.  Kennedy,  Jr.,  Dr.  J.  Lem  Stokes ;  Schools  of  Practical 
Nursing  -  Air.  M.  D.  Thornburg,  Chairman,  Miss  Hazel  Taylor,  Miss  Flora  Yfekefield; 
Public  Relations  and  Recruitment  -  Mr.  Joe  Barbour,  Chairman,  Dr.  Robert  House, 
Dr.  James  Hillman,  Mr.  Ray  Jimison,  Mrs.  William  C.  Pressly;  Scholarships  and 
Loan  Funds  -  Air.  Julian  Allsbrook,  Chairman,  Mr.  James  DeVane,Miss  Sue  Kerley, 
Dr.  D.  T.  Smith;  Task  Force  -  Mr.  George  P.  Harris,  Chairman,  Miss  Lelia  Clark, 
Dr.  William  P.  Richardson.  Miss  Flora  Wakefield  was  appointed  to  serve  as  a 
representative  of  this  Committee  on  the  State  Advisory  Committee  on  Practical 
Nursing. 

Interesting  and  enlightening  reports  from  the  subcommittees  and  invited 
guests,  during  the  year,  have  done  much  to  broaden  the  knowledge  and  under- 
standing of  the  membership  and  to  stimulate  a  more  decided  interest  in  nursing 
and  nursing  education  in  this  state. 

Reports  in  regard  to  Schools  of  Professional  Nursing  have  been  both  en- 
lightening and  challenging.  Recruitment  efforts  throughout  the  state  seem  to 
be  improving  but  still  leave  much  to  be  desired.  In  October,  1956,  there  was 
a  total  of  2,985  student  nurses  in  35  schools  as  compared  to  2,997  in  1955. 
During  1956,  672  students  were  graduated.  A  &  T  College  graduated  its  first 
group  from  the  collegiate  program  in  June  1957.  Lenoir  Memorial  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing  in  Kinston,  North  Carolina,  is  in  the  process  of  reactivating  and 
will  reopen  September  1957.  Woman's  College  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
is  making  progress  in  setting  up  a  modified  three-year  program  for  the  training 
of  professional  nurses  in  connection  with  Moses  H.  Cone  Memorial  Hospital. 

Pfeiffer  College  has  worked  out  its  program  whereby  ten  nursing  students  at 
Pfeiffer  College  get  their  clinical  experience  at  Rowan  Memorial  Hospital, 
Salisbury.  There  are  thirty  students  enrolled. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  seventeen  states  in  which  a  two-year  program 
for  professional  nurses  can  be  operated  under  the  State  Law. 

From  the  many  discussions  held  during  the  year,  the  members  of  the  Committee 
agree  that  the  pattern  in  the  field  of  nursing  education  is  an  ever-changing  one. 

There  were  many  new  and  valuable  changes  in  the  Practical  Nurse  Program  in 
the  state  also.  In  October  of  1956,  Mr.  Murray  Thornburg  reported  that 
$2,000,000  had  been  appropriated  by  Congress  for  practical  nurse  education  in 
the  United  States.   In  order  to  participate  in  this  program,  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  put  up  some  money;  and  a  full-time  supervisor,  Miss  Miriam  Daughtry, 
was  appointed.  Plans  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  practical  nurse 
training  in  North  Carolina  is  underway. 

Fifteen  schools  of  practical  nursing  have  opened  since  19 U8.   Today  there 
are  nine  in  operation  with  215  students  enrolled.  Only  two  of  these  are  of  the 
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original  group.  From  June,  19k7 ,   through  December,  1956,  U,8U0  practical  nurses 
have  been  licensed  by  the  state.  Of  these,  2,523  were  licensed  by  waiver,  125 
by  reciprocity  from  other  states,  892  by  examination  (school  graduates),  and 
1,302  by  examination  (waiver).  As  of  March,  1957,  there  were  3,973  practical 
nurses  currently  licensed  in  North  Carolina. 

Nineteen  refresher  courses  for  216  licensed  practical  nurses  have  been 
given  across  the  state.  Two  postgraduate  courses  in  operating  room  technique 
are  being  offered  to  practical  nurses  interested  in  this  work. 

Despite  progress  made,  there  remain  many  problems  regarding  the  practical 
nursing  program.  Recruitment  in  certain  areas  because  of  salary  differentials, 
lack  of  adequate  classrooms  and  competent  instructors,  and  the  lack  of  knowledge 
on  the  part  of  hospital  authorities  and  the  public  are  only  a  few  which  must  be 
met. 

The  Scholarship  and  Loan  Fund  Committee  had  a  busy  year.  At  the  January 
meeting  a  decision  was  made  to  place  a  request  for  scholarships  and  loan  funds 
for  nurses  before  the  1957  Legislature.  Unfortunately,  the  work  of  this 
Committee,  in  promoting  appropriation  of  funds  for  nursing  scholarships  by  the 
General  Assembly,  was  misinterpreted  by  other  groups;  and  the  Committee  deemed 
it  best  to  discontinue  its  efforts  during  the  1957  Legislative  Session. 

Mr.  Allsbrook,  Chairman  of  the  Scholarship  and  Loan  Fund  Committee,  was 
authorized  to  contact  presidents  of  other  allied  groups  such  as  the  N.  C. 
Hospital  Association,  the  State  Medical  Society,  the  State  Nurses'  Association, 
North  Carolina  League  for  Nursing,  etc.,  and  to  request  an  official  representa- 
tive from  each  group  to  serve  on  the  Committee  during  the  next  year. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Care  of  the  Patient,  following  a  year  of  indecision  and 
much  discussion  as  to  its  purpose  and  scope,  presented  three  alternative 
recommendations  to  the  parent  Committee  at  the  October,  1956,  meeting  for  con- 
sideration. After  considerable  discussion,  the  Committee  voted  to  go  on  record 
as  approving  the  recommendation  to  establish  in  North  Carolina  a  Committee  for 
the  Improvement  of  the  Care  of  the  Patient  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  North 
Carolina  Hospital  Association,  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  the  North  Carolina  League  for  Nursing,  and  the  North  Carolina  State 
Nurses'  Association. 

Presidents  of  the  above  organizations  were  contacted,  and  the  North  Carolina 
Committee  on  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  is  happy  to  report  that  the  Committee 
for  the  Improvement  of  Care  of  the  Patient  is  now  established.   The  following 
people  have  been  appointed  by  their  respective  groups  to  serve:  Medical 
Society — Dr.  H.  L.  Brockman,  Dr.  D.  T.  Smith;  North  Carolina  Hospital  Associ- 
ation— Mr.  Joseph  Barnes,  Mr.  James  DeVane;  North  Carolina  League  for  Nursing — 
Mrs.  Mary  Kneedler,  Miss  Caroline  Keller;  North  Carolina  State  Nurses' 
Association — Miss  Dorothy  Robinson  and  Mrs.  Edith  P.  Brocker. 

A  word  from  the  special  "Task  Force"  Committee  appointed  to  review  the 
purpose,  scope,  and  functions  of  the  North  Carolina  Committee  on  Nursing  and 
Nursing  Education.  This  special  Committee  reaffirmed  the  justification  of  the 
existence  of  the  North  Carolina  Committee  on  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  and 
felt  that  it  should  continue  to  function  as  such.   It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
Committee  serves  as  a  clearing  house  of  information  to  the  representatives  of 
the  various  organizations;  that  the  educational  value  to  various  members 
(including  public)  will  become  increasingly  more  important  as  time  goes  on.   It 
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was  pointed  out  also  that  the  Committee  is  now  operating  on  a  sound  basis  in 
that  the  full  effect  of  a  rotating  board  is  just  beginning  to  be  felt. 

The  special  committee  further  suggested  that  the  major  project  selected 
each  year  on  which  to  place  specific  emphasis,  such  as  recruitment,  increasing 
membership  in  the  League  for  Nursing,  promotion  of  scholarships  and  the  like 
would  be  of  value  to  all  members. 

Last,  but  not  least,  there  is  still  some  confusion  as  to  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Committee  on  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  by  the  Medical  Care  Commission. 
The  Medical  Care  Commission  will  be  approached  again  to  see  if  perhaps  better 
working  relations  may  be  developed. 

The  Membership  of  the  Committee  on  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  is  an 
interested,  active  membership  and  is  looking  forward  to  another  full  year  of 
working  toward  a  broader  understanding  of  nursing  and  nursing  education  in 
North  Carolina.

Other  members  of  the  NCSNA  Committee  on  Legislation  are:  Mrs.  Edith  P.

A 
meeting  of  this  Committee  was  held  in  Headquarters  Office  on  January  11,  1957. 

1957  was  a  very  active  legislative  year  for  NCSNA.  The  Association  vigor- 
ously supported  the  seven-point  legislative  program  of  the  State  Legislative 
Council,  of  which  NCSNA  is  a  long-time  member.  The  following  measures  were 
included : 

1.  Extension  of  the  jurisdiction  of  juvenile  courts  to  16-year-old  first 
offenders . 

2.  A  state  minimum  wage  law. 

3.  Strengthening  the  marriage  laws,  with  respect  to  age,  by  requiring  a 
birth  certificate  or  birth  card  as  proof  of  age. 

U.  Providing  driver  education  in  all  high  schools. 

5.  Financial  separation  of  the  Prison  Department  from  the  State  Highway  and 
Public  Works  Commission. 

6.  An  appropriation  for  public  school  attendance  workers. 

7.  Require  specific  plans  for  the  custody  and  support  of  children  under  18 
years  of  age  before  their  parents  may  obtain  a  divorce. 

Three  of  these  proposals  were  passed:  the  driver  education  law,  the  prison 
separation  law,  and  a  measure  strengthening  the  marriage  law  by  requiring  young 
applicants  to  present  a  birth  certificate  as  proof  of  age. 

In  addition  to  the  State  Legislative  Council  program,  there  were  several 
measures  introduced  in  the  General  Assembly  that  concerned  nurses  a  great  deal. 
In  the  biennial  Revenue  Bill,  a  municipal  occupational  tax  was  proposed.  We 
felt  such  a  tax  was  asking  too  much  of  nurses,  since  they  pay  an  initial 
registration  fee  to  the  state  for  the  privilege  of  practicing  and  an  annual 
State  license  renewal  fee.  Therefore,  opposition  by  NCSNA  was  registered  to 
this  provision  of  the  bill,  in  the  form  of  personal  letters  to  members  of  the 
Joint  Finance  Committee,  and  this  proposed  tax  was  removed  from  the  bill  before 
it  was  reported  out  of  committee.  Extension  of  the  state  sales  tax,  beginning 
July  1,  1957,  to  certain  areas  not  previously  covered  is  of  concern  to  the 
Association.  Under  the  new  extension,  there  is  a  three  per  cent  6ales  tax  on 
all  printing.  Thus  the  increased  cost  of  publishing  our  magazine  and  other 
Association  materials,  such  as  bylaws  and  minimum  standards,  is  a  big  budget 
item. 

Introduced  in  the  General  Assembly's  House  of  Representatives  was  a  bill 
entitled,  "An  Act  Establishing  a  School  for  the  Training  of  Nurses  to  be 
Established  at  East  Carolina  College  and  Making  an  Appropriation  of  $70,000 
for  the  First  Year  of  the  Biennium  and  #100,000  for  the  Second  Year  for  the 
Maintenance  Thereof."  NCSNA  took  no  action  to  oppose  or  support  this  bill.   It 
was  never  reported  out  of  committee. 

NCSNA  continued  its  effort  of  recent  years  to  promote  legislative  interest 
in  state  funds  for  scholarships  for  nurses .  With  the  active  and  vigorous 
backing  of  NCSNA,  the  efforts  were  spearheaded  this  year  by  the  Subcommittee  on 
Scholarships  of  the  Committee  on  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education,  organized  by  the

Medical  Care  Commission.  Mr.  Julian  Allsbrook  of  Roanoke  Rapids,  a  former  State 
Senator,  is  chairman  of  the  Subcommittee,  which  held  several  meetings  during  the 
General  Assembly.  Representatives  of  NCSNA,  North  Carolina  League  for  Nursing, 
North  Carolina  Hospital  Association,  and  Medical  Society  of  North  Carolina 
attended  the  meetings,  along  with  several  lawmakers  who  had  endorsed  the  bill  to 
establish  a  School  of  Nursing  at  East  Carolina  College.  Although  no  bill  was 
introduced  to  provide  scholarships  for  nurses  and  none  were  made  available,  we 
felt  some  progress  was  made  in  stimulating  general  interest  in  the  need  for 
such  funds  and  in  understanding  of  nursing  education  problems. 

At  the  1956  annual  meeting  of  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors,  action  was 
taken  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  committee  from  the  NCSNA  Board  to  meet 
with  representatives  of  the  North  Carolina  League  for  Nursing  to  discuss  a 
possible  course  of  action  regarding  the  creation  of  several  basic  nursing 
programs  in  North  Carolina  colleges.  The  Board  action  further  called  for  the 
two  committees  to  confer  with  Dr.  Harris  Purks,  director  of  the  State  Board  of 
Higher  Education  regarding  this  matter.  This  conference  with  Dr.  Purks  was 
held,  with  Mrs.  Margaret  Dolan,  president,  and  Mrs.  Edith  Brocker,  representing 
NCSNA.  They  reported  that  Dr.  Purks  was  much  interested  in  the  discussion  of 
recent  trends  in  nursing  education,  and  he  indicated  awareness  of  the  need  for 
a  study  in  this  area. 

On  the  Federal  level,  your  Committee  on  Legislation  supported  the  ANA  request 
to  Congress  to  appropriate  &1, 000, 000  more  for  each  of  Titles  1  and  2  of  Public 
Law  911,  which  provides  traineeship  funds  for  nurses  and  for  public  health 
personnel,  including  nurses.  The  amount  supplied  last  year,  for  the  first  time, 
was  inadequate  to  meet  the  requests  and  needs  for  more  and  better  prepared 
nurses  and  public  health  personnel.  I  am  sure,  as  you  were  aware  of  this  need, 
you  made  known  your  wishes  to  our  representatives  in  Congress,  as  did  your 
Committee  on  Legislation  and  personnel  of  Headquarters  Office.  This  was 
evident  by  the  approval  of  these  requests.  Title  I  providing  traineeships  for 
specialists  in  public  health  received  an  appropriation  of  $2,000,000.  Title  II, 
providing  nurse  traineeships  to  prepare  supervisors,  teachers,  and  adminis- 
trators, received  an  appropriation  of  $3,000,000.  This  is  an  excellent  example 
of  what  can  be  done  when  we  keep  ourselves  informed  and  let  our  Congressmen 
know  how  we  feel. 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation  wishes  to  emphasize  the  need  for  the  nursing 
profession  to  continue  focusing  attention  on  areas  in  both  federal  and  state 
legislation  where  improvement  is  needed  in  labor  relations  laws.  These 
improvements  are  necessary  if  we  are  to  appreciably  alter  the  economic  conditions 
of  members  of  our  profession.  In  the  area  of  federal  legislation,  ANA  has 
placed  among  the  most  pressing  needs  the  amendment  of  the  Taft-Hartley  Act  so  as 
to  remove  the  exemption  of  non-profit  hospitals  from  mandatory  collective 
bargaining.  Similar  laws  are  needed  on  the  state  level,  and  we  must  continue  to 
promote  the  adoption  of  a  minimum  wage  law  in  North  Carolina.  The  effects  of  a 
minimum  wage  law  on  the  general  economy  would  be  reflected  upward  to  the  benefit 
of  nurses.  The  extension  of  coverage  under  Workmen's  Compensation  laws  to 
include  private  duty  nurses  working  in  a  covered  institution,  more  complete 
coverage  for  nurses  under  unemployment  insurance  laws,  and  adoption  of  disability 
insurance  laws  are  areas  in  which  nurses  can  work  together  to  achieve  better 
economic  conditions  for  their  own  profession  as  well  as  for  workers  in  general.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  NURSING  BI  MEDICAL  CARE  PLANS 
Alma  Kermon,  R.  N. ,  Chairman 

Other  members  of  the  committee  are:  Lake  Allen,  Greensboro,  and  Mrs. 
Roberta  Crenshaw,  Charlotte. 

This  year  has  seen  a  general  increase  in  interest  and  concern  throughout 
North  Carolina  regarding  the  need  for  inclusion  of  nursing  services  in  pre-paid 
medical  care  plans.  Both  non-profit  medical  care  plans  operating  in  North 
Carolina  have  announced  that  they  anticipate  offering  an  "extended  benefits 
plan"  which  would  include  private  duty  nursing  benefits. 

A  study  was  completed  this  year  in  the  area  of  chronic  illness  by  the 
Subcommittee  on  Care  of  the  Chronically  HI  of  the  Health  Committee,  Conference 
for  Social  Service.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  NCSNA  is  a  member  of  this 
subcommittee.  The  study  revealed  that  a  number  of  organizations  and  agencies 
dealing  with  chronic  illness  and  its  problems  believe  one  of  the  major  needs  in 
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this  area  is  inclusion  of  private  duty  nursing  in  hospitals,  home  medical  care, 
and  private  duty  and  public  health  nursing  care  in  the  home  in  pre-payment 
medical  care  plans. 

Your  Committee  calls  attention  to  facts  from  a  survey  released  this  year  by 
AMA  which  shows  the  extent  to  which  private  duty  nursing  benefits  are  being 
adopted  by  Blue  Cross  plans  operating  throughout  the  country.  Seventeen  Blue 
Cross  plans  in  1S>  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  this  year  reported  they 
have  adopted  an  "extended  benefits  plan"  which  includes  benefits  for  private 
duty  nursing  care;  nine  plans  in  seven  states,  including  two  in  North  Carolina, 
reported  they  anticipate  offering  private  duty  nursing  benefits  and  have 
developed  their  programs  sufficiently  to  report  specific  provisions.

The  Committee  has  not  met  this  year,  but  members  have  been  notified  of 
activities  on  the  National  Level.  All  nurses  have  been  urged  to  participate  in 
local  Civil  Defense  activities.  Members  of  the  Committee  have  also  been 
informed  as  to  new  material  on  Civil  Defense  and  where  it  can  be  obtained  for 
teaching  and  for  use  in  program  planning. 

The  chairman  has  attended  all  local  meetings  on  disaster  and  has  participated 
locally  as  Red  Cross  Disaster  Chairman  of  Red  Cross  Nurse  Volunteers. 

Copies  of  the  new  folder,  Civil  Defense  and  The  Nurse,  have  been  sent  by 
Mr.  R.  C.  Nichols,  Deputy  Director,  State  of  North  Carolina  Council  of  Civil 
Defense,  to  all  districts  for  distribution  to  members.

The  Committee  met  at  the  NCSNA  Headquarters  on  May  3,  1957.  The  purpose  of 
the  meeting  was  to  review  the  functions  and  activities  of  this  Committee  and 
PC&PS.  Three  important  functions  of  the  SNA  Committee  were  outlined  as  follows: 

(1)  Serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  SNA  Board  of  Directors  relative  to  PC&PS, 

(2)  Assist  with  interpretation  and  promotion  of  the  program,  and  (3)  Set  up 
criteria  for  district  PC&PS  Committees. 

The  Counselor  gave  an  interesting  report  of  her  work  including  twenty-one 
days  of  special  counseling  on  the  local  level.  She  stated  that  PC&PS  files  of 
NCSNA  contain  over  3,000  professional  records  for  individual  nurses. 

The  Committee  also  reviewed  the  work  of  the  district  PC&PS  Committees.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  the  duties  of  these  committees  are  primarily  to  interpret 
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the  PC&PS  Program.  Many  districts  do  not  have  active  PC&PS  Committees.  The 
members  agreed  that  a  local  committee  in  the  districts  would  help  to  improve  the 
Service.  The  group  voted  to  send  a  letter,  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  SNA 
PC&PS  Committee,  to  each  district  president  urging  her  to  appoint  a  district 
PC&PS  Committee  unless  she  already  has  such  a  committee. 

Plans  were  outlined  for  a  breakfast  meeting  in  Asheville  during  the  Con- 
vention for  district  committee  chairmen.  This  would  provide  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  and  exchange  ideas  of  the  functions  of  the  Committee  and  how  PC&PS  can 
be  implemented  on  a  local  level. 

The  Committee  suggested  that  a  communication  be  sent  to  employers  at  least 
once  a  year  including  information  regarding  the  Service  and  its  policies,  a 
report  of  activities  of  the  previous  year,  number  of  nurses  and  employers  served, 
and  kinds  of  service  available.  It  was  felt  that  this  type  of  communication 
would  serve  as  a  reminder  and  a  valuable  public  relations  tool  for  PC&PS. 

Following  the  committee  meeting,  the  members  met  jointly  with  the  members  of 
the  Registry  Committee  to  discuss  matters  relating  to  both  committees.

The  Committee  met  at  NCSNA  Headquarters  on  May  3,  1957-  The  following 
important  matters  were  discussed:  methods  of  improving  services  of  registry  to 
the  nurse,  hospital,  and  community;  knowledge  of  contents  and  use  of  Registry 
Manual;  standards  of  employment  for  registrars;  revision  of  registry  rules;  and 
guidance  and  service  for  practical  nurses. 

Plans  were  made  for  a  meeting  of  registrars  of  all  official  registries  in 
Asheville  during  the  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  ANA  Guide  for 
Standards  of  Employment  for  Registrars  and  discussing  other  important  matters. 

After  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  members  met  jointly  with  members  of 
PC&PS  Committee  to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  concern. 

By  correspondence  most  of  the  registries  report  for  the  year:   (1)  at  least 
2  registry  committee  meetings;  (2)  2  registries  revised  their  rules;  (3)  3 
registries  increased  their  rates  for  private  duty  nurses;  (h)   3  registries 
increased  registry  dues;  (5)  2  registries  raised  the  salaries  of  their  registrars. 

Major  problems  have  been:   (l)  workmen's  compensation  case  fees  lower  than 
those  charged  by  private  duty  nurses  in  some  of  the  districts;  (2)  hospitals 
calling  nurses  who  are  not  registry  members;  (3)  time  lag  in  completion  of 
PC&PS  biographies;  (U)  shortage  of  nurses

The  Executive  Committee  met  four  times  during  the  year  to  appoint  and  approve 
committee  members,  to  prepare  the  annual  budget,  and  to  discuss  progress. 
Miss  L.  Mavis  Avery,  Secretary  General,  Royal  Australian  Nursing  Federation, 
participated  in  the  January  lit  meeting. 

EACT  Section  leaders  in  the  districts  currently  are  being  surveyed  to  obtain 
opinions  and  information  about  the  working  conditions  of  EACT  members  as  a 
first  step  toward  formulation  of  statewide  minimum  standards  for  this  section. 

Committee  Activities; 

Committee  on  Functions,  Standards  and  Qualifications  for  Practice — Chairman, 
Dorothy  Dixon.  Committee  has  encouraged  the  implementation  of  FS&Q  as  adopted 
by  ANA  Section  and  widely  publicized. 

Committee  on  Program — Chairman,  Margaret  Miller.  This  committee  brought  to 
a  very  successful  fruition  the  Workshop  held  in  Fayetteville,  January  2\x   and  25, 
on  "How  an  In-Service  Education  Program  Works."  The  Committee  worked  with  the 
INSA  and  NCLN  Committees  on  Program.  The  Workshop  planned  for  Highpoint  under 
NCLN  sponsorship  had  to  be  cancelled  because  of  bad  weather.  The  Chairman,  EACT 
Committee  on  Program,  had  recommended  that  there  be  a  co-chairman  of  the  program 
committee  from  the  INSA  or  EACT  Section  and  that  the  chairman  should  be  alter- 
nated between  the  two  sections  alternate  years.  There  is  increasing  difficulty 
in  finding  a  person  willing  and  able  to  devote  so  much  time  to  a  committee  as 
has  been  required  the  past  several  years. 

Committee  on  Rules — Chairman,  Mrs.  Fannie  Miller  Slade.  No  activity.  Rules 
were  revised  in  1956. 

Committee  on  Nominations — Chairman,  Barbara  Bernard.  This  committee  prepared 
the  slate  of  officers  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Special  Committee  for  Promotion  of  Additional  Preparation  for  Nurses — 
Chairman,  Ethel  Faye  Burton.  This  committee  met  December  k,   1956  in  the  audi- 
torium of  the  School  of  Nursing,  UNC,  Chapel  Hill,  with  hospital  and  nursing 
administrators  of  North  Carolina.  The  group  was  invited  to  offer  suggestions  and 
ideas  for  the  furthering  of  education  for  nurses  in  North  Carolina.  Dean  Kemble 
described  possible  plans  that  might  be  developed  at  UNC.  A  great  deal  of 
interest  was  expressed  by  administrators  in  this  approach.  A  resume  of  the 
meeting  was  sent  to  all  North  Carolina  hospital  administrators  and  nursing 
administrators.  Dean  Kemble  asked  this  committee,  along  with  other  representa- 
tives, to  serve  as  an  advisory  committee  on  this  matter.

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  in  Candor,  N.  C,  on  December 
15,  1956,  with  the  Chairman  presiding.  Plans  for  the  year's  work  and  the  budget 
were  discussed,  and  the  standing  committees  were  appointed.  The  Executive 
Committee  agreed  that  if  the  entire  Section  could  meet  two  or  three  times  a 
year  for  a  worthwhile  educational  program  this  would  stimulate  our  membership, 
our  main  problem,  and  also  create  more  interest  in  the  Section.

The  response 
was  excellent  with  fifteen  of  the  twenty  six  Private  Duty  Sections  sending  in 
good  suggestions.  Also,  suggestions  were  sent  to  ANA  Private  Duty  Section  for 
program  for  1958  convention. 

The  Chairman  attended  the  Institute  for  District  Officers  in  Winston  Salem 
on  February  12,  1957,  and  much  information  was  obtained.  All  NCSNA  Board 
meetings  were  also  attended  by  the  Chairman. 

The  Program  Committee  met  in  April  in  Asheville,  with  the  chairman  in 
attendance,  to  formulate  plans  for  the  NCSNA  convention  program  for  private  duty 
nurses.  There  was  good  attendance  and  much  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  Committee. 

The  second  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  held  on  August  29  at  the  home  of 
the  Chairman  in  Greensboro.  The  proposed  budget  for  1958  was  prepared  for 
recommendation  to  NCSNA  Committee  on  Finance.  The  FS&Q  Evaluation  Forms  from 
ANA  were  studied  and  recommendations  were  made  to  ANA  Committee  on  FS&Q  to 
have  policies  implemented  through  PC&PS  and  Registry  Committees.  Suggestions 
were  sent  to  ANA. 

A  large  number  of  our  twenty-six  district  sections  have  revised  their 
schedule  of  fees  to  conform  with  the  minimum  state-wide  standards  which  were 
amended  one  year  ago  and  published  in  the  December  1956  issue  of  the  Tar  Heel 
Nurse.  Others  are  working  diligently  to  achieve  this  goal. 

A  survey  of  existing  fee  schedules  and  policies  for  private  duty  nursing  was 
done  in  April  and  May  and  published  in  the  June  1957  issue  of  the  Tar  Heel  Nurse. 

The  Nominating  Committee  has  prepared  a  slate  of  offic  „*s  for  the  section 
for  1958  which  will  be  presented  to  the  section  at  the  convention  for  action. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Forum  and  Executive  Committee 
will  be  held  in  Asheville  prior  to  the  convention.
